At the legular meeting of the lins 


tol borough council held on Monday 
evening the president of tlie Board ci 
Health submitted tbe following an- 
nual report 
To the Burgess and Council of the 


Borough of Bristol — Gentlemen

tbe year 1913 there were 266 births In 
the borough aud 148 deaths, the deatl 
being a fraction less than lo per 1000 
which is the normal rate There have 
been 19 cases of typhoid fever 
17 of 


diphtheria, and 12 of scailet fevei, 
and no death from any of these dis 
eases 


The freedom from mortality in this 


list of 48 cases of dangerous diseases 
is remarkable in that It has never oc- 
curred before in any year in the tvven 
ty years In which the Hoard of Health 
uas been in existence, at least where 
there has been anj such number
